Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Fresh Meat # 4 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick is not approved. The front cover depicts female nudity in combination with the title 
Fresh Meat # 4 whilst the back cover mostly depicts male-to-female sexual activity. Although 
some of the depictions of genitals have been partially obscured, the photographs still depict sexual 
activity in an explicit manner. The juxtaposition of the title Fresh Meat with images of naked 
women suggests that the women depicted are fresh meat. Such a suggestion degrades and 
dehumanises the women in the video slick and women generally. The extent and degree of the 
degradation and dehumanisation is high owing to the number of photographs of naked women and 
their clear association with the title. Because of the extent and degree of the degrading and 
dehumanising aspects, the slick would be likely to be classified as objectionable if it were 
submitted for classification under si 3 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 
1993. In this instance the likely injury to the public good is considered to outweigh the rights and 
freedoms set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 

Therefore the video slick Fresh Meat # 4 is:
